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Legality of day laborers questioned;church offers solution? 


Strong feelings on both sides of the question of 
allowing day laborers in Sierra Madre barraged the 
City Council Tuesday evening at the regular 
meeting, and it will be addressed finally at the next 
meeting, Sept. 22. 

Ultimately, it was Mayor Pro Tern Clem Bartolai 
who suggested charging City Attorney Charles Mar¬ 
tin to look at present ordinances dealing with 
laborers who haunt specific corners in cities looking 
for work. “I suggest we receive and file the report 
and place it on the agenda for the next meeting,” he 
suggested. 

It was Mayor Gary Adams who put it in perspec¬ 
tive when he quoted Supervisor Mike Antonovich 
who reported recently that Los Angeles County 
spent over $1 billion to provide services for illegals. 

‘‘That’s one of the problems we face. The U.S. is 
not in any position to take care of the entire world,” 
he said and explained the Immigration Reform and 
Control Act of 1986. 

‘‘Employment is often the magnet that attracts 
persons to come to or stay in the United States il¬ 
legally. The purpose of the new law is to remove the 
magnet by requiring employers to hire only citizens 
and aliens who are authorized to work here.” 

Adams also explained how employers must see 
that employees fill out proper documents, retain the 
forms, check documents that establish employees’ 
identity and eligibility to work, to name just a few.

Adams said, “We’re addressing a situation that is 
not one of compassion. It’s a situation of how we 
deal with the problem as it faces us...The law re¬ 
quires that employers verify employment. If Sierra 
Madre looks the other way, we can expect the 
number (of laborers in Sierra Madre, waiting for 
work) to climb to 40, 80 and over. If the employer is 
not paying Workers Comp, they (workers) show up 
at hospitals, hospitals are forced to close their 
emergency and trauma centers because of non¬ 
payment and mounting problems.” 

City Councilwoman MaryAnn MacGillivray sug¬ 
gested that Sierra Madre Congregational Church in¬ 
vite the laborers to their parking lot, ask them to use 
the church facilities. 

This was in response to two women from the 
church who derided the city for implying that the 
workers were a nuisance. “Do we care about our 
fellowmen? Should we toss them aside or help them? 
...These men come from countries in which they 
know oppression, violence, torture,’ said Debbie 
Dawahare. She cautioned the council not to get 
“caught up in racism.” 

Laura Wiles, also from the church, conceded that 
half of the laborers were illegal. She proposed that 
the church resod the soil that had been destroyed in 
Memorial Park where the laborers await employers, 
and “take them off Sierra Madre Blvd., away from 
the traffic. Design an area where they may stand and 
give them a time slot, perhaps from 6 to 10 or 11 
a.m.” 

Ed Vanderpnol suggested that the time limit stop 
at 9 a.m and Rosemary Hagerott backed up the 
Mayor when she said, “We don’t support 


unlawfulness...If people are in this country legally, 
they can work legally and will not be exploited.” 

Phyllis Bennet, a home-based interior decorator, 
said, “How would it be if I stood on a corner, wav¬ 
ing people to stop and buy draperies and carpet? 
Why couldn’t they (the laborers) go to the contrac¬ 
tors and ask for work? I’m suggesting that the 
workers are being exploited and the taxpayers 
cheated.” 

Both Beverly and Art Artinian spoke emotionally 
when they cautioned not to “blow this problem out 
of proportion. Sierra Madre Congregational Church 


City will probably lose 
$200,000 in state funds 

Sierra Madre is still waiting to discover how much 
impact the slashed state budget will have on its city 
budget; however, City Administrator Jim McRea 
estimated at Tuesday evening’s City Council meeting 
that we would need to trim about $200,000 from the 
budget because of the loss of finances from the city. 

“I will probably know by Sept. 22 the specifics. 
We can eliminate a couple of positions and shift 
some of the programs,” he explained. 

City Councilwoman MaryAnn MacGillivray 
suggested that finances for the proposed audiovisual 
improvements in city hall, amounting to $23,995, be 
funded through CRA funds.

has offered a proposal. Businesses get their value 
received.” 

Bev answered the charge that the laborers are 
responsible for the filthy restrooms in Memorial 
Park by saying that the restrooms at Heasley Field 
are also filthy and have grafitti “and the day 
laborers are not over there.” 

Linda Cline said she “was not a leftist sob sister; 
however, Sierra Madre has the opportunity, not the 
problem, of talking to the men and seeing another 
culture. Whether illegal or not, they’ve got to eat. 
They’re homeless.” 

Moises Escalante, outreach coordinator for Coali¬ 
tion for Humane Immigrant Rights of Los Angeles, 
showed up to suggest working with the city and the 
church. “They (workers) are good for the communi¬ 
ty. These people are selling work, hard work.” 

City Councilman Lee Cline said he was offended 
at being called a racist because in his work before he 
retired he was among the white minority and was 
known as “Blue Eyes.” He said, “We (the council) 
are elected to uphold laws.” 

Perhaps the problem will be solved at the next 
council meeting.

• Another great story about what it’s really like 
in Sierra Madre. Bill Thew told us a story he heard 
over coffee last week: two Sierra Madreans lost $15 
in cash three weeks ago. They retraced their steps 
and found the cash stuck in a chain link fence near¬ 
by. It was handy for the people who lost it...and it 
had not been disturbed by those to whom it 
didn’t belong. 

Only in Sierra Madre. 

• America’s first newspaper? On Sept. 25, 

1690, Benjamin Harris of Massdachusetts published 
what history records as America’s first newspaper, 
Publick Occurrences, Both Foreign and Domestick. 
It was for the people of Boston. Before the paper, 
news was usually posted on trees and poles. 

(Sounds like Sierra Madre yard sales and lost signs, 
doesn’t it?) 

The first issue of Publick Occurrences, 
however, proved to be its last. Upset by several 
of Harris’ views, the Massachusetts governor 
issued an order of suppression that outlawed the 
paper. 

Fourteen years later printer John Campbell 
capitalized on Harris’ idea by founding the 
Boston News-Letter, a weekly newspaper that began 
publication in 1704. That paper lays claim to 
several firsts in American journalism, including the 
use of correspondents, the selling of subscriptions 
and home delivery. 

Today there are more than 9000 newspapers 
published in the United States. Despite many 
changes that have taken place in the past 302 
years, the motivating force behind Harris’ attempt 
to bring journalism to America is the same 
force that guides the media today: the public’s 
right to know. 

• Bubble gum. You love it. The first known 
bubble gum, called “Blibber-Blibber,” appeared in 
1906 but flopped because it was too sticky. 

The first successful gum dates to 1928 when 
Walter Diemer, a young accountant who knew 
nothing about chemistry, invented bubble gum by 
trial and error in a tiny, makeshift laboratory in 
Philadelphia. Twist-wrapped like beach taffy, 
Diemer’s invention soon skyrocketed to the 
world’s biggest-selling penny confection. 

The first bubble gum was pink because pink 
food coloring was all that Deimer had handy 
at the time. 

During World War II when rubber, the main 
bubble gum ingredient, was in short supply, black- 
market bubble gum sold for as much as $1 a chew. 

The bubble gum business contributes $500 
million to America’s total chewing gum sales 
of about $1.4 billion a year. 

If all the five-chunk packs of bubble gum 
chewed in the USA since 1975, were laid end-to-end 
they would reach more than seven times around the 
earth at the equator (25,000 miles) or more 
than 3 /4 of the distance from the earth to the moon. 

Now aren’t you glad you like bubble gum? 

• No, Howie’s Ranch Market in Sierra Madre is 
not being sold. It’s the one in San Gabriel 

that’s being sold, and our Howie’s is not 
at all connected with that store. 

“Our Sierra Madre Howie’s is as healthy 
and strong as ever,” Bob Quarnstrom, manager, 
told The News Tuesday. “Kathy Picano is our 
owner and she’s staying put,” he added. 

So if any of you have heard a rumor that 
our Howie’s is on its way out, quell that 
rumor. It’s not true, thank heavens.

We, in L.A. County, are into 
wholesale destruction of life, and most of this 
butchery has absolutely no rationale, twisted or 
otherwise. I use the word “we” to emphasize 
the fact that we are on this “island,” and the 
problem is no less ours because it isn’t in our 
neighborhood. Given the nature of life on 
islands, we can soon anticipate inroads into our 
sequestered niche.

Mayor Gary Adams said, “The idea is 
admirable,” and suggested that staff answer some of 
the questions about putting the camera on city 
property, who would install the camera, etc. 

Gertrude Daniels asked why there wasn’t a sign on 
Mt. Wilson Road, notifying drivers and walkers that 
the road is closed. “Chantry Flat is closed because 
of fire hazard. It would be so easy to notify people 
that the road is closed in this way.”

In the next few weeks we would like to 
acquaint you with some facts about dif¬ 
ferent fibers and fabrics which we hope 
will aid you in purchasing new clothes and 
give you general knowledge that makes all 
of us feel a little more confident in our buy¬ 
ing. 

Cotton is a very popular fiber. Last 
year’s production in the U.S. was more 
than a billion dollars’ worth. The most 
desirable cotton are those of longest 
stable length. The longer the natural fiber, 
the stronger it is when woven (and the 
finer weave possible with it). For example, 
Egyptian cotton is probably the finest in 
the world — its staple is up to inches 
long. United States cotton a good variety, 
ranges from about 3 U of an inch to 1 and 
3 A inches in length of staple. And the 
cheapest India cottons may be as short as 
1/8 or 1/4 of an inch. 

Cotton is also the whitest of all 
vegetable fibers, so that even in its 
unbleached varieties, it can still produce 
fabric with the least “gray” or “yellow” of 
any vegetable fiber. 

And while in its natural state cotton is 
not as strong as wool or silk, when it has 
been treated (as in “mercerizing" — so 
called after a man of that name who in¬ 
vented the process) it becomes both 
stronger and shinier. 

At any rate, let’s say: whether it’s 
vegetable, animal or even mineral — you’ll 
get it cleaned better when you

Anderson’s sermon will 
be “Many Pressed; One 
Touched.” This is 
continuing our study in 
the Gospel of Luke, 
chapter 8, verses 40 to 
56. 

Most people in the 
world are religious. 
Many people call 
themselves Christians. 
But a few people, out of 
the desperation of their 
circumstances seek for a 
personal touch from 
Christ. These few are 
often desperate, and as a 
result, they are 
wholeharted. The Old 
Testament prophet 
Isaiah quotes the Lord as 
saying: “You shall seek 
Me and find Me when 
you shall search for Me 
with all your heart.” 

In our Scripture this 
week two desperate 
people seek 

simultaneously for 
Jesus. One is in a crisis 
seeking Jesus to save his 
dying 12-year-old 
daughter. The other is 
weakening from a 
chronic hemorrhage 
which has been draining 
the life out of her for 
12 years. This anemic 
anonymous woman 
reached out in faith to 
touch Jesus and drew 
healing power from His 
innermost reserve. There 
were many people 
pressing closely around 


Jesus, but this woman 
touched Him with the 
frail fingers of faith and 
Jesus healed her. Are 
you in touch with the 
power of Jesus? 

For two Sunday 
evenings, Sept. 13and20, 
at 6 p.m., we are 
privileged to have our 
own Dr. Hugh Ross, 
founder and president of 
Reasons To Believe, 
present to us two 
incredible informative 
presentations which he 
describes as a “super 
seminar.”

Helping our Priests to 
balance their heavy 
load 

Everyone is aware that 
the role of the parish 
priest is overburdened 
with work and stress. 


responsibilities around 
the parish. Catholics 
tend to have a somewhat 
passive, childlike 
attitude toward our 
church. We were not 
taught to make ourselves 


longer hours and fewer available to the pastor, 
hands to help, with But the diminishing of 


loneliness and isolation. 
The following question 
was posed in the 
Catholic Twin Circle 
newspaper: What can 
parishioners do to 
support their priests 
better? Here, in part, are 
the answers suggested by 
Joseph Nicolosi, Ph.D., 
Director of the Thomas 
Aquinas Psychological 
Clinic. 

Stop seeing the pastor 
in terms of what he can 
do for you and start 
realizing the great 
pressure these priests are 
under. Stop making 
demands. The next time 
you speak to him, don’t 
start off with, “Father, 
do you have just a 
moment?” Unless it’s a 
very important matter, 
he likely doesn’t have a 
spare moment. Instead 
of, “Father, do you have 
a moment?” say, 
“Father, you look great, 
or thanks for the 
sermon.” We have to 
become a little more 
sensitive in realizing 
what these men are up 
against and be better 
about supporting them 
and encouraging them in 
their work. We tend to 
think of priests as just 
another resource at our 
disposal. 

Additionally parish¬ 
ioners should consider 
making themselves more 
available to the pastor to 
take up some of the 


vocations is calling lay 
parishioners today to 
become a little more 
adult in their interaction 
with the church, to take 
up more responsibilities. 

Another thing, too, we 
should realize is that the 
priest is being seduced by 
our extroverted society. 
As a society, we are 
becoming more active, 
more achievement 
oriented, more 
accomplishment orient¬ 
ed, more do, do, do- 
oriented. The 

priest—often at the 
nudging of his 
parishioners—-is getting 
sucked into this mind set 
and behavior. He’s 
doing more that ever 
before. 

What should be 
happening, instead, is 
that the priest acts for us 
as role model for the 
interior life—for the 
introverted, interior life. 
That’s what we most 
need the priest to be for 
us. Instead, we 
inadvertently push him 
to live up to our external 
standards and by our 
value system. We’re 
putting more and more 
pressure on priests to be 
more things for more 
people. We expect him to 
be a social worker, 
spiritual adviser, 
psychologist, business 
manager, financier, 
contractor, etc., etc. 
Let’s work together to 
give our priests a break. 


Walter Brueggeman, professor of Old Testament 
at Columbia Theological Seminary in Decatur, 
Georgia, believes that the longing for land is the 
central theme of Biblical faith. Human beings need a 
place where they belong, a place where they are 
accepted, a place where their contribution is needed, 
a place where theie kids will be safe. 

The key is a sense of place. Place is not the same 
thing as space. Place is space in which important 
words have been spoken, vows have been 
exchanged, demands have been issued, challenges 
have been met, dreams have been realized. Walter 
Brueggeman writes, “Place is a declaration that our 
humanness cannot be found in escape, detachment, 
absence of commitment and undefined freedom.” 

All of us need roots. We may build a sense of 
place by doing something as simple as tending a 6’ 
by 6’ patch of garden in the back yard, adopting a 
homeless kitty or looking after the children in the 
church nursery on Sunday morning. 

I spent part of my Labor Day down at church with 
my chainsaw removing some overgrown bushes 
from one corner of the Parish House. The building, 
damaged by the June 28, 1991 Sierra Madre 
earthquake, is slated for demolition on Sept. 15. 
While working I meditated on the whole subject of 
place and how it relates to the church. 

A church should offer anyone who comes to it the 
opportunity of a new snese of place—without laying 
judgment, without pointing disapproving fingers. 
Here is the number one intention of the Sierra 
Madre United Methodist Church, as found in our 
statement of Purpose: 

Our intent as a Christian community is to be a 
caring fellowship whose compassionate, non- 
judgmental attitude invites and accepts all.

nights a week for two or 
three weeks and some 
seem to be permanent 
fixtures like the unque

And I’m not counting 
the theaters which are, as 
tactful actors say, 
“between engagements!’ 

There is a theater 
newspaper, Dramalogue, 
which is to the Southland 
somewhat as Variety is 
to New York, that tries 
to review all these 
productions, and the LA 
Times does a good job of 
it too, but being a staff 
of one in my 
department, I try to 
cover the things that 
Foothill people would or 
should find not only 
interesting but 
reasonably accessible 
and, except for the real 
biggies, reasonably 
priced. 

What is reasonably 
accessible? Theaters 
within a 20- well, maybe 
30-minute radius which 


takes in a lot, although 
the Schubert Theater is 
more like 40 minutes but 
is usually worth it. 

Fifteen minutes or less 
will take you to the 
Sierra Madre Playhouse, 
the Monrovia Center 
Theater or Altadena’s 
Theater Americana; 20 
minutes will take you to 
the San Gabriel Civic 
Light Opera or the 
Pasadena Playhouse. 
Griswold’s Candlelight 
Pavilion in Claremont 
and Pantages in 
Hollywood are 25 to 35 
minutes away, 

depending on the traffic. 
Downtown Los Angeles 
and the three theaters of 
the Music Center, the 
Dorothy Chandler 


Pavilion, the Mark 
Taper Forum and the 
Ahmanson are only 20 
freway minutes away 
and the Colony Studio 
Theater, an outstand¬ 
ing little equitywaiver, 
is only 15. 

And reasonable 
prices? Community and 
school theaters are the 
bargain at $10 or less per 
seat, maybe $15 if it’s a 
musical. Professional 
theaters run $25 and up, 
but $50 or $60 is not 
unreasonable when it 
includes dinner and 
parking as it does at 
Griswold’s or at 
“Tamar.” Like any 
business, the prices are 
set partly on what the 
show costs to put on 


(and spectacle is 
expensive) and partly on 
what the traffic will 
bear. It is said that 
Andrew Lloyd Weber, 
who has a fast eye for a 
buck, wanted to put the 
LA production of 
“Phantom of the 
Opera” into the huge 
Pantages Theater, with 
its Art Deco movie 
palace decor, utterly 
unsuitable to the 19th 
century story, and with 
very tricky acoustics, 
simply because it holds 
more people than the 
more traditional 
Ahmanson. Fortunately, 
wiser heads prevailed. 

In any case, Southern 
California, which is 
rapidly becoming a 
theater center to rival 
New York, seldom has to 
pay New York prices 
even when the show 
comes from Broadway 
almost intact. 

But enough chit-chat. 
The local theaters are all 
opening again in a week 


or so. “The Pleasure ol 
His Company” will be ai 
the Sierra Madre 
Playhouse starting Sept. 
18. Perhaps you 
remember the movie in 
which Fred Astaire 
played the role of a 
sophisticated but 
wandering father who 
returns to upset the 
routine wedding of his 
daughter. The Monrovia 
Center Theater will 
have a musical starting 
Sept. 11, a spoof of the 
classic murder mystery 
called “Something’s 
Afoot.” and on Sept. 20 
‘ ‘ David ’s Mother’’ 
officially opens at the 
Pasadena Playhouse. 
Sept. 16 sees a traveling 
company of the 
delightful “Cats” out at 
the Schubert, and on 
Sept. 15 Royce Hall at 
UCLA will be host to Ian 
McKellen as an updated 
“Richard III for 14 
performances only.

The preliminary hearing began May 24, 198$, 
with Percell pleading not guilty to the double coutjt 
of murder.
